ies  :  “It  is  sotted  that  out  of  500  sample, 
of  milk  tested  by  Prof.  Chandler,  of  New 
York,  470  were  diluted,  aud  'then  adultera¬ 
ted  with  something  to  make  the  article  look 
like  the  real  milk.  These  samples  were 
from  middlemen.  On  these  compounds  in¬ 
nocently  purchased  for  pure  milk,  it  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  the  middlemen’s  profits  were  89, - 
000,000  per  year.  In  other  words,  the  pro¬ 
ducers’  sales  of  real  milk  in  New  York- 
umount  to  83,000,000  per  annum,  and  that 
of  the  milk  peddler,  (middlemen)  by  their 
‘extension  '  process,  812,000,000.  Wo  shall 
have  a  reform  some  day.’1.
